The following report of tbe murders on 
Hawaii is taken from tbe Gazette : 

«' The late Mr Neville visited Kaona's 
camp on the week previous, encountering 
opposition. Finally, at 9 a m, on Mon- 
day , Oct 19, ho wont with ono Kamauoho, 
a constable from Napoopoo, to serve 
Home notices to quit. Many others went 
with them, but only Neville and Kamou- 
ono approached the lanai whore the 
prophet's people were assembled. As 
soon as they appeared, the prophet or- 
dered his people to drive them awny. A 
powerful man seized Kamauoho and began 
to beat him severely. The whole crowd 
also threw stones, and the affair was so 
eerious that Neville fired his pistol. Iho 
first discharge did no harm. The second 
Vouuded a man slightly. Meanwhile the 
Suffer of stones continued with great 
\ary. One stone hit Xi.-Tillo °» the side 
of the head and he fell from h'lB horse. 
Tho crowd then attackrri him. and, in the 
confusion, Kamauoho coutrived te escape, 
although badly bruised, and in spite of 
being lassoed Gve times. Neville does 
not appear to have struggled violently, 
% and as he is known to have been a very 
strong man, it is hoped ho had become 
insensible. They bound him with pieces 
of vino, and left him in a helpless sitting 
poBture, very badly wounded. Accounts 
vary as to the length ot time he remained 
In this coudition, and there is a conflict of 
testimony as to whether ho was conscious 
or not, but after an interval of an hour or 
two, Kaona inquired if he was dead, and 
being answered in the negative, told his 
people that Neville was a bad man, a 
rebel ; and that God above would be 
angry with them if ho was not killed, 
Thereupon ho ordered Kahikoku, an old 
soldier, to kill him. Kuhikaku wont out 
with a stick 'as large and long as a man's 
arm,' and beat out Neville's brains in 
sight of all tho people, who looked on in 
silenco. Wlien he returned and reported 
< that his victim was dead, Kaona said 
that 'God would be glad.' After Neville 
had fallen into the bunds of Kaona's party 
a number of persons went to demand his 
ji body, but they wero immediately driven 
| fSiwuy. One Kamuka, known to be ex-

For lntcrv^luK Bending IHulicmco '«t ]>nno 

The question of I ho HudBon Bay 
Comimny'H claims to tho territory ly 
ing botweon British Columbia ami 
Canada, hue assumed at) entirely now 
phase Binco tho arrival in London of 
the Canadian delegation. Several in- 
terviews have taken place betwepn the 
Compnny's roprcsentn'ivos " and Sir 
GoorgoEiionno Cnrtior, Bart, (Minister 
of Militia and Dof'onco of tho Domin- 
ion of Canada,) and tho Hon William 
McJDongal, C. B., (Minister of Bailie 
"Works) and the rosalt in not consider- 
ed satisfactory from the Company's 
point of viow. Tho question of the 
disputed title docs not uppoar to have 
been entered into with a viow to ad- 
justment and settlement ; but the 
delegation have announced that neither 
the financial condition of Camilla nor 
the position of tho Hudson Bay quo*- 
tion gencrully, viewed from a Canao 
dian stand-point, prraiit tho possibility 
of any cash paymont beinjr made to 
tho corporation at the present time ; 
although tho prospect is hold out to 
them of receiving a small sum per 
acre in m tho sale of tho public lands 
as they tro opened up to colonization, 
— which moans tho payment of an 
indefinite sum of monoy a generation 
tinco, — cr they may bo allowed to re- 
tain tho territory until its yield of furs 
shall ha-.o become diminished so that 
it will be no longor a sourco of prolit, 
and the cost of governing it gro.v so 
heavy as to roridor its possession u 
burthen that eventually would bo 
eagerly shifted to otbor shoulders by 
the Company. Whether, tukon in this 
connection, tho telegram (published 
a few days ago,) stating that the 
Home Govemmont declined to rccog^ 
nizo tho Hudson Bay elaitr.s to the 
territory, possesses any significance, 
wo must await tho arrival of thonoxt 
mail to detormiuo. W'o aro strongly 
of opinion, however, that the knot y 
question is approaching a solution \ 
and we form this opinion alter perus- 
ing a remarkablo article which we 
find in the Canadian News cf October 
29th. To this niiiclo wo direct Un- 
careful attention of our readers. The 
subject is ono of great interest to every 
BritishoAmericun Colonist, and its 
Betilemcnt upon an equhublo lasts 
would bo haiiod with satisfaction : 

"We believe tve are in a position to 
■tato tbat the expectation that any 
money will now be paid by tho Gov- 
ernment of Canada may bo at onco 
abandoned, and an announcement to 
this efleot, will, most likely, bo forth- 
with mudo. 

"Tho government of such a territory 
as that embraced in tho prosent dis-> 
cussions between tho Hudson Bay 
Company and the Imporial and Cana- 
dian Governments is necessarily a 
costly matter, ourtainly ontailing an 
expenditure of not less than .£25,000 
per annum ; and even it tho company 
wero inclined to incur this outlay, 
which we hardly think can bo con tern- 
plated, it must bo romombored that 
that .corporation could not properly 
assume such a chargo, and, therefore, 
tho constitution of Ki; port's Lund into 
a Crown colony — and the march ol 
events-requires that this be now dune 
•without further Iobb of timo— must be 
undertaken at the instauco of one or 
other of the two Governments. It i,» 
believed that tho Canadian Executive 
are prepared to incur the necessary 
outlay not only tor tho establishment 
of a government, but also for the 
opening up of proper means of com- 
municBtion betwocn Bed Rivor aud 
the Dominion ; but beyond this no 
further \ ecuuiaiy liability will be as- 
Bumoti by Canada. Tho oxporieueo of 
the United Slates as well as of Canada 
Bhows clearly that tho object of u 
new country is rather to secure. a 
settlement of jtfl lunds than to attempt 
to make any profit out ol tbeir sate. 
In tho recont consiitu ion of Con- 
federated Canada tho lands of enoh 
province sre retained for tho occlusive 
benefit of tho Local Governments, ai.d 
ot courso that same system must bo 
applied to the .North- West Territory, 
ifj aB was contemplated by tho Union 
Aot of 1807, that country is to form 
part of United British North Amorieu. 
Apart, therefore, from tlio question of 
the obvious policy being not to make 
any pre fit out of tho sale of the lands, 
but to induco population by irce 
grants or grants of land upon mere 
nominal payments, it is clear that tho 
policy of tho Fedorul Govern moot 
must be against making any cash pay* 
menls lor acquiring lauds wkiou, as 
soon us obtained, must bo handed ovei 
for tho exclusivo benefit of tho Local 
Government; whilst, at tho same time 
tho cost of {'Overnmont and of open- 
ing up lines of intercommunication 
wonld remain to bo discharged by the 
Fodfral Government. The wholo 

aucstion of tho acquisition of tho 
forth- West Territory has been con- 
sidered by tho delegation, wo huvo 
rosson iO know, in a broad and liberal 
Bonso ; but thoro can bo no doubt that 
an idea whioh may havo b'.rctoloro 
been entertained on thib side of the 
Atlantic that any money paymont 
■would be mado by the Govornmont to 
tho compauy for its lands has l orn 
founded on erroneous data, lor it is 
now pluced beyond ail question that 



no monoy paymont will bo made. 
This seems to bo tho present aepoot 
of affairs. Wo havo in those columns 
always held that sonnor or lator — that 
is, whenovor Canada made the demand 
— tho company must surrendor. That 
timo scorns to have arrived, and dour- 
ly tho wisest p boy for tho company 
now to pursue is to mako tho best and 
moBt lriendly sottloracnt it can accom- 
plish with tho two delegates now in 
this country. As for tho rumour that 
obtained ciroul.ntiou yostorday that 
tho Company was in negotiation for 
obtaining bids for their lands from tho 
Amoricuri Govornmont, it need only 
bo said that the idea ot any purohaso 
in tnnt quarter is simply pieposterous."

Joseph Howe abandons tho Repeal 
Party ami Corresponds Willi the 
Dominion (Joverumeut. 



Halifax, Nov 7.— A long letter appears 
in tbe Chronicle in answer to Judge Mar- 
shall's demand for explanations as to Mr 
Howe's present conr3o and policy. After 
reciting tbe various proceedings adopted by 
the Repeal Party in Nova Scotia and in 
England, to Becure tho disruption of the 
Union, Mr Howo guei ou lo say : — Seriously 
pondering all these matters, nobody will be 
much surprised nt my convictions, alter the 
last decision of Parliament, that in England 
our case is bopeloss. 1 at first clung to tl.o 
belief, as a groal many people bore do yel, 
tl.«t]a new House ol Commons elected tu a 
wid:'r franchise might bo upprunchod with 
better prosp-cts of success, But 1 put Iho 
question squarely to Mr Bright. His nns- 
wer was decisive : Unless the oircumstanoes 
materially changed, Nova ' Sootia could nil 
expect Mr Gladbtono and the leading men 
who would lorm his Cabinet, if they get a 
majority, to reverse n policy which they 
claimed as their own and which the Comer 
vaiives had adopted under their pledge that 
it should be maiutainnd. There was sotno 
hope in another direction. A union of tho 
M< rati mo Provinces mivht yet bo formid 
The subject was discussed with Mr Biiglu, 
and ho frankly admitted that il such a union 
Oiuld be completed, the question would as- 
sume a now and moro hopeful aspect. Im- 
mediately I wrote lo Mr lloborlaou to have 
tho q-iestion considered here, und to send 
disrreet frionds into tho other colonics. To 
this hope I clung till wo landod in Halifax. 
But it was dissipated by tho information 
brought bnck from Prince Edward lslund 
and Now Hrunswiok. A convention, was 
then culled early iu August to consider the 
plate of afliirs. It deliberated for four or 
Sre days, when the whole subject was dia- 
cussed. 1 hive over since regretted that 
bed/ fhI wrtu closed doors. If the debates 
had been opt" to tbe public, wo would per- 
Uipn hevj be - hpurod Ihe miserable tales 
and alflriders nil 1 have boen whispred 
aboul Iho corn-r« »od scattered broadcast 
o'.ttrtho country «y r ice. Partly because 
I could only trace lllbso stories to a quarter 
from which il seornod inciedblo that Ihoy 
oonld emanate, anil paitly because wliorovor 
ihoy caino hum I hud no desite to volunteer 
premature diecloeutes, I have for three 
rainths allowed them to oireulato In BilendO 
But when 8' gentleman of Judge M.ushuirn 
oharao er aid atanding dosiros information, I 
givo it with Infinite pleasure. 

Judgo Marshall states tho case correctly 
when ho assumes thai for two yeais I was 
tho reoogeizad leader of tbo anti*Cuu!edara> 
lion and Kopeal party. In the spring of 



18ti5, finding a body of old friends, no ono 
of whom conld afTurd to give his oh|ire lime 
to tho contest, fighting our country's battles, 
and other gentlemen unto wl O'n I had often 
been politically opposed ranged beside them, 
I volunteered ray aid. These mon honored 
me with their confidence, nnd working to- 
gether, wo contrived to invest Nova Soo» 
tia's case with a dignity and intellectual life 
that waa acknowledged by evon our oppo- 
nents, on boib sides of tho Alluntio. I have 
explained tho reason why, on returning from 
Eugland, I was hopeless of suueess in that 
direction ; and how, on my landing bore, a 
onion of the Maritime Provinces uppcared 
impracticublo. I was still, however, williog 
lo Hlrogglo on, if any body could show me 
anything to tic done, or uny probable termi- 
nation to tho contest. Nobody could. Of 
my own feelings and opinions I made no 
secret. They were explained to a private 
meeting of our friends the day after I landed, 
and ibey were explained to the Convention 
with tbe same ttanknee* that thoy are now 
given to Judgo Marshall. There is ono 
thing; that never bus boon explained, bul il 
is time the country knew it. On tho scoond 
<!ay thit tho Convention mot, and oftor my 
explanations bad beon mule, this qaestion 
was put by a member for whom I had a very 
high personal respect : ' But cannot Mr 
Howo lull as what we can now do?' As 
n arly as I cm remen^ber, my answer wsj, 
1 Theio uro two things. You can declare 
yonr independeoco, but if that is lo bo done, 
and I do not advUe it, come up to Iho table 
bore and sign a declaration pledging your 
lives, your fot tunes, and your paored honor 
lo maintain it ; IF the people respond, bo pre* 
pared to bead them, and hislt ry will record 
your martyrdom il Dot your auhievemenlr.' 
Nobody ccined inclined lo try this experi- 
mot; and I then said: 'There is ono 
other thing that neither involves your lives 
nor your nllcgiaDce. Il is clear to mo that 
unless something is done on this Dido of tho 
water besidos making and passing resolutions, 
you can make no change ou tho othor. Bul 
if you wish to startle England and Canada,' 
and piny your last peaceful card before you 
negotiate, let the Executive Council go up to 
linn Doylo to-morrow morning, and say — 
1 From no disrespect to Your Excellency, 
foi « u all icspect you— from no desire to em- 
barrass for under olher circumstances, we 
wonld raiber assist you — but in order to givo 
tho most emphatic acwar to the Duke of 
Buckingham's despatch and speech, and to 
show- the undnimity and strength of public 
feeling in favor of repeal, we come to tender 
our resignations, and to inform Your Excel- 
lency that we will not work for or under you, 
so long es you hold i commission from Lord 
Monok, and not from ihe Queen."' In ofler* 
ing lhis suggestion, I pledged mytolf that, if 
it was adopted', 1 and ovory mein'.or of the 
Houso ol Commons that I oould influenoo 
would back the Couucil, resign our seats if 
tbire wns u dissolution — and pile up such a 
majority as could not bo reptesented in Eng- 
land. When this proposal was insdo I looked 
along llic Treasury benches with Borne curi* 
unity and interest. Not a m in rose toseoor.d 
it or lo givo to Novn Sootia her last chance 
of a peEceful and loval repeal of the Union. 
From that moment I huvo no part in Repeal 
movements in which I have no faith. I havi 
cheerfully made way for others who soemed 
uc.xious to uir their pi ejects aud assume tho 
lead ; and except wheu somo person has al» 
t eked tno in an uejoet and ungenerous man- 

uor, I hnvo auiusuU my si, If ia Sly OWO qUItt 

wuv, sniilins nt blonders that I oould not 
prevent, and attending to my own affaire. My 
opinions J huvo never disguised, and as re> 
Sfiecis tit fiiumhes roado about Kspcal lor 
tho last three months, they have hardly 
amnspd mo so muoh as did iho scream of tba 
ten galls round tho grave of the dead Indian 
on Hie com of Labrador- But Judgi M»r» 
sbill has heard of eorno negoci-ttions, and on 
tbij branch of the subject ho dmires infor- 
mation. He almll hava it without resorvo. 

The Duke of Buckingham, in his dssnntob 
and i-paecb, threw upon the Canadian Minis- 
ters Din responsibility of opening negotiation* 
wiih Novn BdoVia. When thosa gentlemen 
addresied themselves to the task, I claimed 
tor IhfMn eorteous treatment aod a fair bor- 
ing. Thoy had botbi But for reasons which 
were explained thpy wero not prepared to 
upeumo the responsibility ol action, as bul 
throo or foul o! lh?m were here, and it was 
proper that Lord Moockand thoir colloagues 
shniild bo consulted. On tho sixth ol Oc- 
tober Sir John A Macdooaid addressed to 
me a letter, which yi&b answered on tbo 21st, 
and it is my intention to continuo tbo corres" 
pondenee on my own tesponsibiliiy, and that 
of a member of iho Legislature, until satis- 
fied that it ought to close. I desire to givo 
tho Conadian Ministers me most ample op- 
portunities to m ke reparation if they can, 
to show to iho Imperial Uovrnraent that 
ihf»v have not (ailed from any absence of fair 
diaoussion, an 1 to satisfy my own mind, not 
very hopeful fur tbe reofons I bavo explained, 
ol saccoss in uny other direclion, whether 
we can recover eo much of what we have 
lost oa to make the eys'em less burtheusome 
and di ltstelul if wo are to live under it. 
Others can try iheir experiments! In the 
meantime 'Acadia' can try foroiblo onnexa 
tion ; 'One of tho people! may bo able to 
no^otiato a bargain lor tho eule by Great 
Britain of a Brit sh Colony to a Foreign 
State; the Lical Government oan try tho ef- 
fect of more resolutions and minutes of 
Council, and failing Uese, of seizing revanu-' 
offices and oilleotirg duties without law; 
anil Judge Marshall can Urep on writing 
letters Informing in that he will accept 
nothing but Repeal, without being able to 
alio . anybody how ho ia to got il. For 
those pastimes, I h^ve neither inclination nor 
leisure, and shall therelore endeavor to employ 
my spare tine to mora advantage. But 
Judgo Marshall seems to bo afraid to trust 
me lo oonduot this oorrespondence. Tho 
people ot Nova Scot'o (or I am mistaken) 
will not be much alraid. Ho think* I urn 
pnssossuil ol soma aoerct, but ho is mistaken. 
The correspondence has beon shown to 
tweuty of my most valued friends, nnd will 
bo shown to others no thoy drop into my 
dwelling. There is nothing in it whioh re- 
strains mo from udvocatiug or acoepting Re- 
peal, if anybody oan ahow ma how lo get it. 
This letter ia already to long that there is 
but one other point that I will venturo lo 
touch. Scattered ail over Nova Soutiu are 
liiouaauda of men who know me and have 
seen me variously tried, snd who would foal 
a stain upou my honor like a blow in tho 
face. There is no nfiice, no distinction in 
Iho Dominion, or anywhere else, that will 
lompt mo to forfeit the oonfidoneo and es- 
teem of thoso men, or lo sacrifico their 
interests to my own ; but I will not daooivo 
ihetn by vain hopes, or coocoal Ihe troth 
Irom four of thoir displeasure. I priss over a 
groat deal in this, and in olher letters of 
Jndgo Marshall's which he will by and byo 
mgret. Upon some points wo, perhaps, may 
never ngreo, but I rospoct hia lincorily, his 
zeal, und hia sorvioes j and, whilo giving him 
tho inlormution ho requiros, I trust that I 
havo said nothing; to givo personal ollenoe.
